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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 9-10, 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Doherty et al. (US Pat. 6,567,277). 

Regarding claims 9-1 0, 1 4-1 6, Doherty et al disclose a monitoring device 1 0 
comprising: a housing 1 1 ; a cable 16 secured to the housing 1 1 and having a portion 
extending from the housing; and means 26 for releasably securing the portion extending 
from the housing to the housing wherein the means for releably securing includes a 
channel 26 disposed in the housing 1 1 ; the channel receiving the portion extending from 
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the housing 1 1wherein the cable 16 is received in the channel 26 in press-fit fashion 
wherein in the cable 16 includes a resilient material forming an outer surface thereon, 
the resilient material being compressed by a side of the channel 26 to secure the cable 
16 within the channel 26. A detent formed on a side of the channel 26, the detent 
releasably retaining the cable 1 6 in the channel 26. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2,6-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Doherty et al. (US Pat. 6,567,277) in view of Al-Ali (US2003/0181798). 

4. Regarding claims 1-2, 6-8; Doherty et al disclose all the subject matter of the 
claimed invention except for a sensing device movable relative to the housing, a display 
screen disposed in the housing. However Al-Ali discloses a sensing device movable 
relative to the housing, a display screen disposed in the housing (see Al-Ali's figure 1 ). 
Therefore, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill to modify a sensing device 
movable relative to the housing, a display screen disposed in the housing of Al-Ali into 
Doherty et al 's monitoring device in order to provide a convenient communication 
adapter. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



5. Claims 3-5, 11-13, objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 17-31 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to show that extending a cable to reduce an outside diameter of 
the cable to less than a width of a channel formed in the monitoring device or that a 
display screen disposed in the housing, the display screen being configured to display a 
graphical representation of a condition monitored by the sensing device.
